FIRST CLASS MAIL BY AIR 
The announcement last week that in the very near fu- 
ture, all first class mail would be carried by air if it was 
up the delivery of same, is one that will 


33 to speed 
welcomed in all parts of Canada. This projected step 


has been long overdue, and has been on the minds of 
men with vision for some time. 

At the present it is possible to send air mail to points 
in Canada for 7c, but starting early in July Air Mail will 
go for the ordinary letter rate of 4c, if it can be speeded 
to its destination via that means of transportation. At 
present the plang are only in the formative stage and 
the governments owned airline has been the only one 
mentioned to take part in this new venture. T.C.A with 
practically a monopoly on air transportation in Canada 
would benefit greatly by this newest step. On the other 

hand some criticism might be voiced that the plans 
should go one step further and take in all air lines under 
contract to carry mail. 

In most instances the carrying of mail by air will only 
be done when it shows to be a definite advantage in 
speed over the conventional train service. Thus a letter 
being posted to Toronto from the local post office would 
certainly take wings on arriving in Edmonton, to be del- 
ivered in Toronto the following day, The same letter sent 
to Saskatoon would not take to the air, as the service 
afforded by the trains is almost as fast as that which 
could be offered by airplane. In most cases it will mean 
that only long distance mailing will be affected. 

What this will bring in the future is beyond us to say. 
The idea of air postal service to every large size town is 
not too remote. Of course, much time will elapse before 
anything of this nature makes its appearance, but it is 
coming. We might not see it before most of us pass on, 
but children unborn will read about this step at some fu- 
ture date, only to expect such an occurrence as their nat- 
ural heritage. 


DEATH IN PARLIAMENT RANKS

Tilling the soil in such a way that 
crop residues are left on the surface 
is generally called stubble mulch 
farming. ‘This practice is widely 


Farmers whe adopt this type of 
tillage he ive to use subsurface equip- 


Lor many districts of the open 
uns area however, the advantages 
of stubble muleh farming greatly 
outweigh the disadvantages. In the 
first place, this type of tillage is 
less costly than most other methods. 
Furthermore, it is known that soils 
protected with stubble mulch absorb 
moisture more readily and retain it 
longer than do bare soils. When 
raindrops strike bare soil, the struc- 
ture of the soil particles may be 
broken down, forming’ a compact 
surface layer which reduces water 
intake and increases run-off. Unde- 
cayed crop residue, well distributed 
over the surface, will reduce the 
wind velocity so that soil particles 
are less likely to move. 

From the standpoint of yield 
there appears to be a definite tend- 
ency for stubble mulching to show 
to advantage under conditions of 
low rainfall, On the other hand, 
ander humid conditions lower yields 
may result.

Give The Bees 
A Good Start 


ane of providing stores in the hive 
for newly hived package bees. 

As long as the weather remains 
warm, both nectar and pollen are 


“available in limited quantities, but 


during bad weather there is no bee 
‘flight and even these supplies are 
cut off, Then too, a newly installed 
package has but a very small field 
force of beés, The incoming food is 
not enough to supply all the food re- 
quirements of the colony, 

A ‘colony that becomes short of 
stores will stop producing young 
bees. When this happens, the bees 
will often try to replace the queen. 
This upsets brood production and re- 
sults in a weak colony at the time of 
the honey flow. 

The best food for the bees is combs 
containing pollen and honey saved 
from the previous year, If the honey 
has hardened or crystallized, the 
bees can soften it and use it, Sugar 
syrup should be fed when combs of 
honey are not available.

Seeding Down Legumes 

Alfalfa and sweet clover respond: 
to a well prepared seed bed, Profit- 
able yields can generally be secured 
when legumes are seeded with a 
nurse crop on summerfallow, corn 
land, and even second crop land. 
Seeding on acid soils, and land that 
has produced two and three crops 
should be avoided, On the former soil 
only scattered stands will result, 


while the latter will tend to be lack-, 


ing moisture and may contain con- 
siderable weeds. 

The seed of alfalfa and sweet clov- 
er is small and for this reason should 
not be seeded deeply. Many of the 
failures to secure a catch with these 
legumes can be attributed to deep 
seeding. Broadcasting is preferable 
to seeding through the grain spout, 
if seed must be sown with the grain 
it should only be seeded sufficiently 
deep to reach moisture, and never 
more than 1 to 2 inches deep, 

At the Dominion Experimental 
Station, Morden, Man., saye W. J. 
Breakey where different methods of 


seeding have been tested, broadcast- 


ing on a firm seed bed, followed by 
harrowing, has given the most sat- 
isfactory results. Seed is sown with a 
nurse crop, preferably wheat, through 
a grass seeder attachment on the 
front of the grain drill. The seed is 
allowed to fall in front of the discs as 
the wheat is being seeded. The land 
is then harrowed, followed by pack- 
ing to ensure a firm seed bed. 

When legumes in 
front of the drill discs the grain drill 
Should be set to cut not over 2 inch- 
es deep. 

Equally satisfactory results have 
been obtained by seeding the legumes 
with a special grass-seed seeder and 
mulcher machine. This machine is 
drawn by two horses or a small trac- 
tor, and seeds a width of 12 feet. The 
legumes or grasses are broadcast in 
front of three rows of pointed teeth 
that tend to cover the seed by acting 


yellow-green in the warm spring

Cover with 
boiling water and let stand 5 min- 
utes; drain. Add the % cup water and 
boil 2 minutes, Mix sugar, cornstarch 
and salt and stir into rhubarb, Bring 
to boil. ,

‘% cup sifted all- purpose flour 


2 teaspoons baking powder 

% cup rolled oats

Mix and sift flour and bak nx pow- 
der. add rolled oats.

Spread this 
mixture over the boiling rhubarb, 
cover closely and continue cooking 
over a low flame for 30 minutes with- 
out lifting the cover, Turn’ upside 
down onto a serving dish and serve 
hot. Separate with two forks rather 
than cut as the mixture is very light 
and delicate in texture. Yield: Six 
servings. ‘x ‘
